station stood in connection with its 
own business, and that a renewal of 
the lease would not be considered. An 
agreement was reached between the 
Diming Co. and President Billingsley 
of the road whereby the present sta 
tion. and terminal might be used for 
a time at least, or until a new site 
was secured and a station provided.

lease on the ground, and sine* 
the 
at .-orption of the old Salem railroad 
by ilit 
Pittsburg, Lisbon <v Western

connection with its plans for exten- 
s,"iis and improvements on the road 
ai: I its property in this vicinity, would 
■ Htn erect a new station at Salem. 


The old station, while inadequate 
to i he business now done by this road, 
has served its purpose well in the 11 
yea; - which it* has been standing. The 
front portion of the station, as shown 
in the picture, is used as a pasenger 
waiting room, with the ticket and gen­ 
eral freight office combined adjoining 
it. 
The hack jiortkm of the building 
is devoted to the freight warehouse 
entirely. 


The old Salem railroad, to which 
the station is an adjunct, was origi­ 
nally built as a municipal enterprise 
in 1891-92, being put in operation in 
September 
of tin* 
latter year. 
Ps 
construction by the city necessitated 
a special l*oml issue of $125,Odd, tin- 
d< r an act of the state legislature 
which was later declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The road had been operated 
by the city, hut the action of the 
court necessitated the appointment of 
a receiver, Byron S. Ambler, who had 
charge of the road's affairs for a num­ 
ber of years. 
Subsequent, litigation 
resulted in a decree of the court or­ 


dering that the road 9« sold. 
This 
was 
done by a 
special master on 
March 1, 1901, at which time the 
road was bought for the face value of 
the bonds, $125,Ot"1, by a representa­ 
tive of the Morton Trust Co., which 
held the bonds 
in question. 
The 
road was 
later 
purchased by 
Col. 
Myron T. Herrick of Cleveland and 
Byron S 
Ambler of Salem, who In 
turn sold it to its present owners m 
October, 1902. 
Up to tltis time it had 
been operated as the Salem railroad, 
but by the m erger and consolidation 
accomplished at its last transfer it 
became 
the Salem 
division of the 
Pittsburg, Lisbon A Western railroad 
it is seven miles long, and runs from 
Sab m to Washingtonvillt. where it 
connects with tin* Erie system and 
other divisions of the U. L. a.

At the time of the last transfer of 
the road, about a yeai ago, it was 
openly announced that the move was 
only another step in the projections 
of the Wabash, and that the local 
mad was ultimately to be made a 
connecting link in that great system.

While in this country, as in England, 
Germany and other parts of Europe, 
the joyous spirit of the Christ tuns fes- 
tlval is by no menus limited to Doc.
